Two Associations Put Crews 
Into Groves for Navel 
Picking 





Fifty-five more men in Upland 
have work this week, as that 
number of fruit pickers began 
harvesting the Navel orange crop 
in the Upland district, two pack- 
ing houses having started opera- 
tions. First shipments of Navels 
will go forward from Upland the 
end of this week or the first of 
next. 

Upland Citrus association, one 
of the houses to begin picking, 
put on approximately 40 pickers. 
In the peak of the season this 
house employs from 200 to 250 
pickers. 

Stewart Citrus association, the 
second house to start picking, put 
on a crew of 15 pickers. 

Alta Loma Heights Citrus as 
sociation began picking Satur- 
day, having been delayed in their 
start because of the rain. Lemon 
crew was transferred to orange 
picking by this association. : 

Cucamonga Citrus association 
was the first house in the O-K ex- 
change to begin picking, having 
started a week and a half ago. A 
car and a half of fruit has already 
been shipped from this house. 

In Ontario, the Citrus Fruit as- 
sociation, of which A. J. Neilson 
of Upland is manager, also be- 
gan picking yesterday. \ 

Mountain View Fruit associa- 
tion, Old Baldy Citrus association, 
and Upland Heights Orange as- 
sociation had not decided definite- 
ly what day they would begin 
picking operations. Probably the 
first of February will see all 
houses operating.

During the first 30 days after 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
called upon the generosity and 
Sympathy of the American people 
to aid non-combatants of war- 
torn Finland, money poured into 
the Finnish relief fund at the rate 
of $115,000 a week, according to 
word received by The Upland 
News. 


Newspapers’ throughout the 
country received contributions and 
transmitted them to the national 
headquarters in New York. Now 
that the drive has been fully or- 
‘ganized in all 48 states, an in- 
creased flow of funds is expected. 

Contributions received by The 
News from local people for the 
Finnish fund total $74.90. The 

‘most recent contributor is C. W. 
| Johnson, who for the second time 
| has given $1 to the fund. The 


News has forwarded the total | 


amount of $74.90 to the national 
headquarters in New York. 


Money transmitted to Finland 
since the beginning of the drive 
totalled $500,000 up to Jan. 12.
